I>. Wilbur, of California, now a mem- 
ber of the Mnited States circuit court 
of appeals for the ninth circuit, with 
headquarters at San Francisco, 

The president on several occasions 
is known to have informed callers who 


discussed the vacancy with him that 
he was strongly inclined to give the 
post to a southern man, because of the 
place the south lost in the death of 
Mr. Sanford. At the same time he is 
understood to have expressed the view 
that the Pacific coast states are en- 
titled to consideration, due to the fact 
that the section is not now represented 
on the highest tribunal.

PARIS, March 20.—(UN)—Bitter 
attacks on Italy for allegedly blocking 
the five-power naval conference by in- 
sisting on parity with France were 
carried in afternoon newspapers today 
after Foreign Minister Aristide Briand 
returned from London.

“It makes no difference if York is 
only an employe of White,” Solicitor 
General Boykin continued, “If so he 
did not draw salary for the work he 
did selling the company products, He 
drew a salary for the business he 
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the city.” 
Loan to Be “Repaid.” 

Ex-Mayor Walter A. Sims, counsel 
for York, said the defense would be 
able to prove through York’ and other 
witnesses that the accused council- 
man never “received one dollar” from 
any purchases made by the city and 
that he would be able to furnish 
“further proof” that $1,000 given him 
by C. A. Pittman was merely a loan 
as Pittman had testified he regards 
it and that the loan is to b> repaid. 


With the state resting in the mid- 
die of the 9 a. m. to 2 p. m. session 
Thursday, the defense began the in- 
troduction of its testimony and the 
trial rapidly approached its climax.

Clashes Mark Trial. 

York is the first of 20 persons in- 
dicted by the grand jury in its in- 
vestigation of the affairs of the city 
government, the investigation being 
adjourned this week in order to per- 
mit Mr. Boykin and Mr. Howard to 
conduct the prosecution of the coun- 
cilman. Its resumption is planned 
next week immediately after the ver- 
dict in the case on trial is rendered. 

Thursday’s session of the trial was 
marked by heated clashes between op- 
posing counsel and various motions of 
Mr. Sims for a direction of a mis- 
trial or a directed verdict of not guil- 
ty, all of which were refused by Judge 
Humhpries. Mr. Sims clearly was 
opening the way for carrying the case 
to the higher courts in the event a 
verdict of guilty is returned by the 
jury. 

Chief interest in the witnesses heard 
during the day seemed to be centered 
in Jack- White, jointly ingicted with 
York, but who has obtained a sever- 
ance, and C. A. Pittman, construction 
man who previously in testifying for 
the state told how he made York a 
“loan” of $1,000. ‘Thursday he ap- 
peared as a defense witness, 

White had not concluded his testi- 
mony when the court recessed for the 
day, but his brief appearance was 
marked by a strong rebuke from Judge 
Humphries, who declared that the 
witnesses were ‘“‘attempting to conduct 
the defense from the witness stand.”’ 


“Liberty at Stake.” 


“You will answer only such ques- 
tions as put to you by Mr. York’s 
lawyer,” Judge Humphries said in 
addressing White after halting his 
effort to tell the story of his asso- 
ciation with Councilman York in his 
own way. 

“You apparently are not used to 
the conduct of a court. You cannot 
get on the stand and say what you 
like. You must answer only those 
questions put to you. Mr. York’s law- 
yer knows best what you must testify 
concerning,’ the court declared. 

“My liberty is at stake here,” White 
said, as he nervously addressed Judge 
Humphries, “I feel that I must say 
these things as they come to me.” 

“You are not on trial,” Judge 
Humphries told him. “Your liberty 
is not at stake. You are no more in 
this trial than any of the other wit- 
nesses.” 


White apologized to the court and 
turned to Mr. Sims for questioning. 

In his answers to the defense coun- 
sel’s questions he said that he first 
met York in the spring of 1927 and 
that early in 1928 they formed a busi- 
ness partnership known as the South- 
eastern Brokerage Company, which 
Was continued until the middle of 
that year when York drew out and 
went to Europe for several months. 
York returned, White said, to be- 
come only a salaried employe of the 
company in which he previously had 
been president and an cqual partner. 

White was in the midst of his testi- 
mony on direct examination when 
Judge Humphries halted the proceed- 
ings for the day. 

He will resume the _ direct testi- 
mony and be cross-examined when 
court is reconvened this morning. 

The testimony offered by Pittman 
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‘was bitterly. attacked by both 
Boykin and Mr. Howard in what they, 


explained to the court was an effort 
to prove thet the “witness is not 
above offering a bribe.” 


It was during the cross examina-} ary 


tion that the prosecution lawyers 
brought out that Pittman had made 
various loans te other members of 
council and drew from him the ad- 
mission that he had stated to several 
persons that he resented the “touches” 
of the members of the city’s govern- 
ing body. : 
Pittman previously had appeared as 
a state’s witness and had testified to 
making the loan to York.. When he 
was called Thursday it was as a wit- 
ness for the defense, Mr. Sims ap- 
parently being desirous of obtaining 
from him a strong reiteration that 
he considered the transaction a loan.

The state went into an examina- 
tion of the witness with regard to 
orders through the city purchasing de- 
partment and submission of bids on 
prices.

Though the testimony was stricken 
from the record when Judge John D, 
Humphries ruled that “the city pur- 
chasing agent’s office was not on 
trial,” spectators at the trial of Coun- 
cilman Harry York Thursday showed 
an avid interest in the testimony of 
J. F. Wilhelm, an assistant to Pur- 
chasing Agent W. P. Price, and Wil- 
helm’s revelations concerning the pur- 
chase of insecticides by the city. 

Wilhelm was called as a defense 
avitness in an effort to show that t 
disinfectants were purchased throug 
the Southeastern Brokerage Company 
in which York is alleged to have been 
a partner and is now'an employe, the 
state contending that the brokeragé 
company received a rebate on the pur- 
chase price, part of which went to 
York. 

After Wilhelm had testified con- 
cerning the various purchasing, Spe- 
cial Prosecutor William Schley How- 
ard took up the cross-examination. _ 

“Do you recognize these papers?” 
Mr. Howard asked him as he placed 
before the witness copies of several 
orders for 100-gallon drums of a cer- 
tain disinfectant, to each being at- 
tached a cancelled check from the 
Southern Sanitary Company made 
payable to Jack White, the checks 
dated one or two days behind the 
dates on the orders.

“How does the city buy such ma- 
terials and what are they used for?” 
was Mr. Howard’s next question. 

“We get them on competitive bids 
and they are used at the Grady hos- 
pital, in the zoo at Grant park and 
other places,” Mr. Wilhelm responded. 

“TDidn’t you know that the average 
person can buy the same material for 
a dollar a gallon while these orders 
show the eity paid $2.50 a gallon for 
it?’ Mr. Howard asked the witness. 

“No,” Wilhelm replied. 

“Did you ever make an effort to 
find out how much the same stuff cost 
other buyers?” Howard shot back. 

“No,’ Wilhelm again answered. 

“What kind of competitive bids did 
you seek? Did you advertise in the 
newspapers?” Mr. Howard queried. 

“No,” Wilhelm -answered. “We 
called the various companies over the 
telephone.” . 

Mr. Howard dispatched a bailiff to 
the county purchasing agent's office. 
In a few minutes he returned with 
copies of several bills for disinfectants 
purchased by the county. 

“Look at these,” he directed to the 
witness, “and I'll ask you if it doesn’t 
show that Fulton county bought the 
same stuff the city bought, only the 
county paid a dollar a gallon for it?” 

Wilhelm looked at the bills and 
said it appeared that the county had 
been paying only $1 a gallon for the 
insecticide. 

Mr. Howard said he had no more 
questions. 

Former Mayor Walter A. .Sims, 
counsel for York, again took up the 
questioning of Wilhelm. He produced 
a number of papers, copies of requisi- 
tions by various city department heads 
which asked the purchase of the dis- 
infectants. 

“Read these and tell me whether 
or not there is any specification on 
the material desired?’ Mr. Sims 


asked. 

“Yes,” Wilhelm said. “They all 
ask for disinfectant of double 
strength.” : 

Mr. Howard then placed in Wil- 
helms hands copies of orders, some 
more papers’and some more checks. 

“These show that the city bought 
insecticides from the Selig company 
when Jack White was in the employ 
of that company do they not?’ Mr. 
Howard said. 

“Yes,” said the witness. 

“The orders also show that at the 


time Jack White left the Selig com- 
pany the city/started to purchase its 
disinfectants from the Southern Sani- 
tary Company, represented by the 
Southern Brokerage Company, York’s 
and White’s concern, don’t they?” Mr. 
Howard said. 

“They show the first lots. were 
bought from the Selig company and 
the second lot from the Southern com, 
pany,” the witness answered. 

“Do you know if the Southern 
company sent Jack: White a check for 
commission on every order the city 


‘sent to the company?” was the next 


question. 
“No, I do not,” Wilhelm said. 
Stack of Checks. 


“T have already asked you if you 
knew anything of the checks of the 
Southern company to the Southeastern 
Brokerage Company, now look at these 
checks and tell me if you know them 
to be checks made payable to Jack 
White by the Selig. Company,” Mr. 
Howard asked as he placed a stack 
of additional check: three or four 
inches high in the hands of the wit- 
ness. 

“They are made out to Mr. White 
by the Selig Company,” the witness 
answered. 

“Now look at the dates,” Mr. How- 
ard said. “Don’t they follow a day or 
two behind the series of orders given 
the Selig Company when White was 
in its employ?’ 

“I do not remember the dates of 
the orders given the Selig Company,” 
Wilhelm said. 

“What is this all about?” Judge 
Humphries interposed. 

“T do not know, I’m sure,” Mr. 
Howard answered. “This is a defense 
witness. The counsel for the defense 
put him on the stand to show that 
the purchases of the city purchasing 
agent’s office were let after com- 
petitive bidding and I’m just trying 
to prove just what that competitive 
bidding was and how far it went. I 
do not know the defense purpose, but 
I’m doing my best to tear it down.” 

Testimony Ruled Out. 

“T do not think the purchasing 
agent’s office is on trial,” Judge 
Humphries, said. “I think I must 
rule out everything this witness has 
said, both on direct and cross-exami- 
nation. You are excused Mr. Wil- 
helm.” 

Mr. Sims arose and said he want- 
ed to get into the record the opera- 
tions of the city purchasing agent’s 
office. 

“To prove what?” Judge Humph- 
ries asked. 

“To prove that the deals were not 
arranged as the state claims they 
were,” Mr. Sims said.

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COUNCILMANIC BROKERAGE. 

Developments in the city graft 
trials have already proved conclu- 
sively that city affairs ‘for a long 
time have been conducted through 
a system of councilmanic brokerage. 

Even defense counsel admits this, 
holding that the system is not vio- 
lative of the law. 

The public interest reaches high- 
er than any personal interest and 
concerns itself with the existence 
and operations of a “system” which 
vitiates the conduct of good gov- 
ernment and subjects the interests 
and property of the people to rack- 
eteering of the most dishonorable 
and exasperating character. 

No city can be well administered 
under a system of middleman brok- 
erage through which councilmanic 
actions are contracted for and paid 
for by those who work for, sell to, 
or have just claims upon, the city. 

Yet no informed citizen of At- 
lanta can now deny that such a sys- 
tem has been operating here for 
years between professional racket- 
eers and some potential members of 
the city council. There has been 
no conspiracy to manufacture that 
charge. Facts of common knowl- 
edge, that fermented into an explo- 
sion upon the council floor several 
months ago, are the warrant for the 
public that the city’s 
most important interests have been 
the spoil of go-betweens who sold 
councilmanic favors as they might 
sell dive eels in a public market. 

The honest people of the city 
want that system promptly and per- 
manently abolished. They want that 
upas tree of evil fruit hewed down, 
let the chips fall where they may, 
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PERE AS TRY eee C8 i hy eS 
came to know him popularly, was 
more than a politician and a public 
functionary. He was a man of broad, 
intensive culture, a zealous student 
of science, .philosophy, sociology 
and international political ethics.

PARTY RIGHTS IN ALABAMA. 

The supreme court of Alabama is 
now asked to decide whether a po- 
litical party in that state, duly or- 
ganized and officered, is a party, or 
only a convenience for fence-jump- 
ing politicians who go A. W. O. L. 
in general elections! 

The democratic executive com- 
mittee, preparing for the August 
primary to nominate federal, state 
and judicial candidates, decreed that 
no one who opposed the party’s 
presidential electors in 1928 could 
be a candidate in the primary. 

That action has been challenged 
in the state courts. The supreme 
court is asked to declare the order- 
ed primary “unconstitutional, be- 
cause the state democratic execu- 
tive committee established separate 
qualifications for voters and candi- 
dates;’”’ that is, allowing voters who 
did not support the 1928 national 
ticket to vote in the primary, but 
barring such from  candidacies in 
the primary, as above stated. 

Unless there is some very pecu- 
liar provision affecting party pri- 
maries contained in the constitution 
of Alabama, it is difficult to con- 
ceive on what ground any court can 
limit the authority of a party exec- 
utive committee to determine the 
qualifications of candidates and vot- 
ers in a Strictly party primary. 

The contention that the primary 
would be “unconstitutional”  be- 
cause the committee set up a dif- 
ferent qualification for candidates 
from that for plain voters, looks far- 
fetched and emphatically untenable 
to an uninvolved observer. 

The main issue is—when and 
why is a political party in Alabama? 
Is it entitled, as is generally pre- 
sumed, to determine its personnel 
and what shafl Be'the relation of the 
members to the regulations adopted 
by its delegated authorities? If 
those who are to be the leaders of 
the party in party primaries are not 
loyal members of that party, then, 
what sort of a ochlocratic contrap- 
tion will it be?

She says: I 
should like to console the nervous vic- 
tims by saying that I have broken 
at least.20 chains and experienced no 
misfortunes—if the award of the lit- 
erary Nobel prize is not regarded as 
a misfortune—because I remember 
well that on the morning of the day 
when the prize was awarded to me I 
put a chain letter in my waste paper 
basket after having torn it into a 
hundred pieces. I never feel more 
happy than after having destroyed a 
chain letter, but I admit that part of 
the happiness is derived from the fact 
that I know I should have sworn the 
most angry curses in old days befvre 
I overcame this bad habit. I feel a 
certain amount of sympathy with su- 
perstition if there is only a fraction 
of sound reason in it, but it annoys 
me that people should waste time and 
money on a thing so utterly idiotic 
as chain letters. Such letters may be 
dangerous for feeble minds, and it 
would be a good idea to make all who 
sent out chain letters pay a heavy fine 
to maintain asylums for those whose 
brains have become deranged through 
receiving those letters. 


The Common 


Foe. 


Palestine’s most formidable enemy, 
the locust, again threatens to invade 
the country, and both Jews and Arabs 
will have to forget their past feuds 
and join forces against the common 
foe. Elaborate preparations are be- 
ing made by the Palestine government 
in Co-operation with the neighboring 
countries, to check and destroy the 
enemy. All the resources of modern 
wariare, such as_ trenches, flame- 
throwers, gas and poison, will be util- 
ized. In 1915 the country was laid 
waste by the gigantic hordes of lo- 
custs. Not a single blade of grass 
survived, and the damage done to the 
orange and wine groves was incal- 
culable. It was three years before 
they regained their normal produc- 
tively, in 1928 formidable swarms of 
locusts invaded southern Palestine, 
but a sudden storm drove them to- 
wards the Mediterranean sea, where 
they were drowned. Last year they 
appeared in still greater forces and for 
nearly three months a veritable battle 
was tought against them all along the 
Trans-Jordan-Nejd frontier. They 
were destroyed by means of a new 
flame thrower invented by the govern- 
ment entomologist, before inflicting 
any material damage to local agricul- 
ture. This year, heavy swarms, some 
of which are reported to be eight kil- 
ometres deep, have already invaded 
several districts in Transjordania and 
Palestine. Their activities, so far. 
have been confined to egglaying and 
Ployghing is being carried out all 
along the invaded areas to prevent 
hatching. In Transjordania alone over 
() tons of locust have been collected, 
but the main armies of the enemy are 
still miles away from the battlefield 
getting ready for the spring offensive.

“Coltsfoot, nettle, skin of a snake, 
valerian, rosemary roadweed and 
cockshead” muttered the mediaeval 
apothecary, as he surveyed his stocks.

For instance, in 1928, for such de- 
bilitating services there was $16,760 
paid out of the pension funds to thé 
ordinaries. 

There are 161 of them and the aver- 
age to each of them out of $16,760 
was $140. 

They collected $1 for each quarter 
payment of the year, or $4 for each 
pensioner. The sum total would rep- 
resent 4,190 pension checks handled. 
The ordinaries collected 2 per cent on 
the annual sum paid to each pen- 
sioner. 

But can anybody with a heart for 
charity and a stomach for justice keep 
his dinner down his throat when he 
watches a big, fat, county-fed ordinary 
in his courthouse office snapping a 
dollar bill out of the limited pension 
funds of the state every time he passes 
a pension check to an old Confederate 
veteran?

They are mailed 
regularly; they go to nearly every 
postoffice in the United States and 
to many foreign countries where some 
of our pensioners reside; and they are 
so timed to reach each pensioner’s 
postoffice on the 4th day of the en- 
suing month. 

The pensioner commissioners have 
told me time and again that there is 
scarcely ever a reported loss of a 
pension check out of the mails. 

Now, why, in the name of common 
sense, cannot the state adopt the same 
process of pension payments and save 
at least $16,000 yearly from the maws 
of the stall-fed ordinaries ?

The fight against the chain store 
in the United States is growing in in- 
tensity. Already before congress is 
the Capper-Kelly price fixing bill, 
which aims to deny chain. and depart- 
ment stores the right to cut prices on 
nationally advertised goods and em- 
powers the manufacturer to fix the 
retail price. 

The federal trade commission has 
been investigating for months the chain 
store development and practices. Re- 
cently congress voted $142,000 addi- 
tional to expand the study. Repre- 
sentative Jones, of Texas, introduced 
in congress a bill to put chain stores 
under state incorporation regardless 
of their interstate character. 

Anti-chain store agitation has 
zrown more intense in the south than 
elsewhere. There, several candidates 
are running for important office, in- 
cluding governor, on anti-chain plat- 
forms. 

W. K. Henderson, of Shreveport, 
La.. owner of a radio station, the 
vitriolic agitator against chain stores, 
is stirring up plenty of discussion in 
the south, both for and against. 

But other parts of the country are 
studying the problem, too. In 1929 
legislators in 25 states considered anti- 
chain legislation, among them Mis- 
souri, Wisconsin, Ohio, Illinois, Mich- 
igan, Indiana and Minnesota. 

The Jones bill, now. before congress, 
which aims to put chain legislation 
in the hands of the states, is the first 
step in anti-chain legislation. 


Another pertinent observation Dr.

George Walker, secretary of the 
general alumni association. 

Besides the alumni there were a 
number of invited guests, including 
the entire faculty of Columbia semi- 
nary. Charles D. McKinney, of De- 
catur, acted as toastmaster. George 
Walker made a short address, urg- 
ing upon the alumni present the bene- 
fits to the college from the organiza- 
tion of an Atlanta chapter of. the 
general alumni association. Mr. 
Walker stated that he and President 
Kggleston had just organized a similar 
association in Charlotte,-N. C., and 
that the alumni in every part of the 
country were being steadily organized 
by states and cities. 

Dr. Eggleston made the chief ad- 
dress, outlining plans of development 
for the college. He gave an interest- 
ing review of the growth of the insti- 
tution during his ten years’ adminis- 
tration. 

Dr. Eggleston was state superin- 
tendent of public instruction of Vir- 
ginia from 1906 to 1913, when he re- 
signed and accepted the presidency of 
the Virginia Polytechnic institute. At 
the call of his alma mater he resigned 
from Virginia Polytechnic and became 
president of Hampden-Sydney in 1919. 

In this period the college has grown 
from 89 students to 273 and the facul- 
ty from 8 to 18. The whole plant has 
been put in good shape and a splen- 
didly equipped science building erect- 
ed. A campaign is now under way for 
larger endowment and _ additional 
buildings. 


the purpose to make the college large 
in number but to keep it as “the small 
college great,” a distinction it has held 
for 153 years. During all this time it 
has averaged about 125 students, but 
because of the fine atmosphere, the 
scholarly standards and the individual 
contact between students and teachers, 
in the classroom and outside, the col- 
lege has sent out a remarkable num- 
ber of leaders in every profession. 

In the War of the Revolution the 
entire student body volunteered and 
marched as a company to the defense 
of Williamsburg, then the capital of 
Virginia; and were thanked publicly 
by Governor Patrick Henry.

as. college and university founders. 

“It is doubtful,” he said, “whether 
the University” of Georgia has ever 
had a greater president ‘than Moses 
Waddell,. one of our alumni, and we 
can mention without apology — the 
names of Willis H. Bocock and W. D. 
Hooper, members of the faculty of 
that grest institution, and Professor 
J. Lawrence Daniel, of Georgia Tech; 
we can chalk up one*president of the 
United States to our credit and many 
United States senaters and congress- 
men, members of the cabinet and emi- 
nent judges and governors. Only a 
few years ago Hampden-Sydney alum- 
ni held in Virginia at one time the 
positions of lieutenant-governor and 
president of the senate, speaker of the 
house of delegates, secretary of the 
commonwealth, state superintendent 
of public instruction and state libra- 
rian. Yoday she has seven eminent 
judges in the state, including Judge 
Louis S. Epes, of the supreme court.” 

Dr. Eggleston stated that in the va- 
rious colleges and universities of the 
country the wreckage of the freshman 
class averages from 30 to 35 per cent. 
By individual attention given the 
freshmen at Hampden- Sydney about 
90 per cent of them return, and this 
notwithstanding the high standard of 
scholarship required.

It is also understood that it is sub- 
ject to the approval of engineers of the 
faderal government, which is con- 
tributing substantially to the cost of 
the program. 

Judge Phillips expressed assurance

Commissioner Graham declared: 
“The more intense the one-crop sys- 
tem in agriculture, the greater the 
diversification in the mercantile 
world; whereas the greater diversifi- 
eation in agriculture, the less diversi- 
fication we find in merchandising. In 
other words, should the farmers of 
the south grow their own supplies, 
the merchants would have little or 
nothing to sell the farmers beyond 
coffee, sugar, shoes and clothing. 
Their warehouses would be depleted 
of oats, corn, hay and other feeds, 
and their grocery stores would carry 
only such necessary pantry supplies 
as could not be produced on the farm. 

Progress Noticeable. 

“For the past few years the south- 
ern commissioners of agriculture, as 
an organization and as individuals, 
have been trying to reverse the order 
of things in the south. We feel that 
we have made progress, but there is 
yet too much trafficking in food and 
feed products between farmers of the 
southern states and the various pack- 
ers and manufacturers of food prod- 
ucts in the north and east.

Opposition to compulsory pasteuri- 
zation of milk was expressed today by 
Eugene Talmadge, Georgia commis- 
sioner of agriculture, in his address 
to the convention. Commissioner Tal- 
made said he thought pasteurizing was 
unnecessary, and that it made owner- 
ship of distributing agencies by in- 
dividnal dairymen impossible. 

“While I do not claim to be a sci- 
entist,” ‘Talmadge said, “common 
sense tells nie that if old bossy was 
_guilty of even half the charges placed 
against her she would have become an 
outcast a hundred years ago.” The 
commissioner said that “but for com- 
pulsory pasteurization, the dairyman 
may own and control his distributing 
agencies, but under  pagtéurization 
laws this is impossible. He must sell 
his raw milk to centralized plants, 
which will dietate price, regardless 
of production costs or profits. Be- 
cause of the expense of equipment, 
high priced and skilled labor, the in- 
dividual dairyman cannot operate his 
own pasteurizing plant.’ 

Talmadge said he did not believe 
that “present commercial methods of 
pasteurizing are effective or condu- 
cive to better health or longer life.” 
He said he thought compulsory pas- 
teurization destroyed initiative and 
the incentive for cleanliness. 

Dr. Sellers Speaks. 

Hunting rabbits and skinning them 
has become dangerous to the hunter 
as well as the rabbit, Dr. T. F. Sell- 
ers, director of the Georgia state 
board of health laboratories, told the 
convention. ‘The rabbit has become 
dangerous because of “rabbit fever,” 
in doctors’ language, tularemia, Dr. 
Sellers said. 

Rabbits are becoming more of a 
food problem every year, he declared, 
and pointed out that Georgia has al- 
ready reported 20 cases of rabbit 
fever. The disease is transmitted 
when skinning the rabbit by getting 
hair or blood in the eyes or lungs, 
There is no danger after “Brer Rab- 
bit” goes into the frying pan, how- 
ever, as cooking kills the germs. 


Rabbit fever kills one person out 
of every 25 who catch it, Dr. Sellers 
said, and causes much suffering to 
the others. Practically every state in 
the Union reported the disease in the 
‘last fe > years. Tennessee had 40

Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen, in charge 
of the dairy development division of 
the Georgia state veteriniarian depart- 
ment, urged greater co-operation be- 
tween the dairy keeper and distrib- 
utor. 

“In their eagerness to increase the 
volume of their business,” he said, 
“distributors frequently lose sight of 
sound business principles and engage 
in a price war. The price of market 
milk is cut to the marrow, and since 
the cost of milk distribution must al- 
ways come out of either the producer 
or the consumer, the distributors pass 
the cut on to the producer. 

“Unfortunately, the producer cannot. 
find another market overnight, neither 
can he suspend business on a day or 
a week, or even a month's notice 
without a material sacrifice. There- 
fore, the producer, when confronted 
with an unfair, a ruinous price cut 
by the distributor generally accepts 
the cut.” 

Under such a system, said Mr. 
Bahnsen, the unscrupulous distributor 
can advance the price of milk and 
pay the farmer less at the same time. 
This situation has been going on for 
years, he said, and is deplored by the 
conscientious distributor. 

Greater co-operation between the 
producer and distributor and more 
stringent state laws governing the 
production and distribution of milk 
will act to the distinct advantage of 
all parties concerned, he said. 

New President Talks. 

J. Franklin King, assistant state 
chemist of Georgia, and newly elect- 
ed president of the association, urged 
that feed control “be given more con- 
sideration by this body in the future; 
than has been given in the past.” 
And President King added: 

“I want to take up briefly some 
general methods and points to observe 
that in our experience have been 
helpful to us in carrying on our work 
in Georgia, both from an inspection 
and laboratory standpoint.

Whatever type of feed 
chosen, be it molasses, dairy, poultry, 
wheat, hog or cottonseed meal, let 
every man on feed inspection center 
his efforts on that one line, think it, 
study it, talk it and take represen- 
tative samples of every brand in his 
territory. This idea is not original 
with us. The federal government for 
years has worked out inspection along 
projected lines. 

“By pursuing this policy the in- 
spector gets better acquainted with 
the particular type of feed and the 
entire section where he is working 
becomes feed conscious; not of feeds 
in general, but of dairy feed or poul- 
try feed, or whatever kind it might 


be. 
: Few Things to Watch. 

“A few things to watch in special 
type feeds might well be mentioned. 
“In cottonseed meal, chemically, of 
course protein is the main eheck, and 
as this shows up high or low, the 
fiber will correspondingly be down or 
up. Fat is more variable, and doesn’t 
mean much. The oil mill expresses 
all the oil possible, and protein is 
the commodity bought and sold for 
feed. This is not all. that should be 
watched, however, for a meal can be 
high in protein and low in fiber, but 
yet dark and badly off in color. It 
may not always be the case, but in- 
variably’ we believe this is due to! 
damaged seed. Reports reaching us| 
are to the effect that this dark meal | 
i$ not Satisfactory for feeding pur- | 
poses. In general, bright yellow meal | 
is recommended, and the dark meal is | 
better relegated to the fertilizer pile. | 


“In dairy feeds watch the fiber for | 
an indication of cheap, excessive filler. | 
You may have your protein in line, | 
but the fiber will tell the tale ex-) 
7 in rare instances. We regard 
fiber higher than 16 per cent, too 
high to be passed in a commercial mix. 
This of course does not apply to al- 
falfa or beet pulp or any individu- 
ally well recognized product that con- 
tains naturally a hich fiber content. 

“Hogse and mule feeds will hear 
watching for deficiencies in grain, 
the presence of cottonseed meal to 
bring up the protein, and  exces- 
sive cheap fillers. Physical analysis 
and high fiber content will show this. 

“Poultry scratch should be watched 
for damaged, musty, moldy grain, and 
a possible excess of oyster shell and 
by its prependerance of corn and 
wheat.

A Diesel-motored experimental car, 
designed and driven by C. L. Cum- 
mins, of Columbus, Ind., made two 
runs of the course to set a five-mile 
record for Diesel driven cars, while 
mechanics worked on Don’s machine. 
The Diesel averaged 80.804 for the 
five miles, to the great satisfaction of 
those interested in it. 

RESUMES RUNNING. 

Tt was after 6 when Don resumed 
running. At times black smoke curled | 
from the exhausts, but the car's mo- 
tors never missed, Despite the condi- 
tion of the beach he averaged 101.637 
miles per hour. 

He returned up the course again 
almost immediately and it seemed he 
gave hardly more than time to permit 
clearing of the beach before he was 
shooting past the stand. The timing 
device had not been set, but his speed 
was in the neighborhood of 100 miles 
an hour.

The combination of those errors 
ought to ruin any shot. It did, too. 
But I went out on the practice tee

In the first place I got the 
right hand around more on top of 
the shaft. That cnabled me to 
get more punch into the shot. 
Then I concentrated on gripping 
the club. It is easy to see that 
if you loosen with the right hand 
just as you are hitting flabbiness 
is bound to result.

So I practiced for hours on 
those two fyaws. Get the hand around.

Having one bad fault in golf is 
more than just a fault.

International Tennis Star and Former

Although he was not ranked last 


year by the United States Lawn Ten- 
nis Association or his sectional organi- 
zation, Lewis N. White, Austin, 
Texas, easily rates among the 10 or 
12 best players in the United States. 
White helped put Texas on the ten- 
nis map. The southwest was almost a 
nonentity in the game until eight 
years ago. Then White and Louis 
Thalheimer visited the east to play in 
the intercollegiates and won the dou- 
bles championship together in 1923 
and 1924. They were the forerunners 
of such brilliant young players as 
Wilmer Allison, Berkeley Bell, James 
Quick, Edward Mather, now at Ox- 
ford; John Barr, Bruce Barnes and 
Karl Kamrath. 


QUITS FOR STUDIES. 


In 1926 White was ranked sixth 
best player in the country and the fol- 
lowing year he was ninth. Then he 
dropped out to study law at Harvard. 
For two years he hardly touched a 
racquet, and after finishing at Har- 
vard he returned to Texas to begin his 
career at law. Last summer he was 
in the east and played in the national 
doubles championship with Bell. 

In spite of his long absence from 
the game White played beautifully, 
and he and Bell furnished perhaps 
the biggest sensation of the tourna- 
ment at Boston when they defeated 
John Van Ryn and Allison, Wimble- 
don champions. They advanced to 
the final round, although they were 
not seeded, and there they lost to 
George Lott and John Doe« after two 
of the longest sets on record in the 
championship. 

GOOD IN SINGLES. 


But it is not only as a doubles 
player that White excels. He is equal- 
ly formidable at singles, although he 
has bigger victories in team play. He 
is ideally built for the game, _ tall, 
spare, with hardly an ounce of spare 
flesh. This Texan has one of the 
most beautiful services I have ever 
seen. He throws the ball high and 
meets it with stunning force and a 
leisurely swing timed perfectly. There 
are not many services so hard to 
handle. 

White’s overhead smash, almost 
identically the same stroke, is fairly 
annihilating, and that is why White 
is so valuable jn doubles. It is al- 
most suicidal to lob to him. His vol- 
leying, which is restrain d, is effective 
because he places his shot so well, 
with admirable delieacy and caginess. 
His forehead ‘comes over the net like 
lightning, and I have seen him make 
backhand drives that almost tore the 
racquet from his opponent’s hand. 
..The one thing lacking in White's 
gamé is a little more “get-up.” He 
does not press enough. He is inclined 
to lag a trifle and not to take advan- 
tage of his openings after he has 
forced them. He should speed up his 
footwork and take the bit in his teeth 
more.

MESSINA, March 20.—This is my. notion of a sporting city popu- 
lated by people who will take the sporting chance. With the ruins of 
an earthquake under them and‘ above them, the beautiful but sullen 


work and laugh with the gusto.of a brave and gay people. 

! I suppose that all cities are built over the crevasses of earth- 
quakes and that above them all hangs some invisible volcano, but 
these people know that they live over an earthquake and that the 
volcano which hangs high above them, screened by the vaporous 
curtain, is very real. Between them and the mainland of Italy lurk 
Scylla and Charybodies of which Homer sang. , 
There is such another city some thousands of miles away from here, 

rebuilt over an earthquake while the ruins still were smoking hot, a city 
quite as gay and quite as brave. It lies on waters of the same turquoise 
and sapphire, and some of the spirit of it is like that of Messina, Sicilian. 
The gesture in the rebuilding of a city over its own ashes certainly was 
Sicilian. 
In the streets of that other city I. have heard the songs of 

Sicily and the lilt of the laughter that rang in some of its quarters 

was purely Sicilian. The wine that they made in hills far from the 

slopes of Mount Etna had some of the zest that is in the wine of 

Sicily, and some of its distilled sunshine sparkled in the bubbles. 

On the éve of my departure to the northward I salute the city of 
Messina, and I think of that other city that is ruled by the same spirit. 
I am filled with foods that I tasted in that other city of the same blood 
and spirit of Messina, and I have drunk in Messina the same wines that 
I tasted in that other city. 

It may be for the good of the souls of cities to have them 
shaken by earthquakes out of the lethargy that makes the un- 
tried cities dumb and commonplace. It may be the finest test of 
their indomitable courage to have hanging over them the menace 
of a volcano smouldering behind the mists. At any rate, I havd 
been in two brave cities, now that I have been in Messina. The 
other lies hidden in the mists of the Golden Gate and the more 
glamourous vapor of a wandering man’s memory. 

What I started to write before Luigi brought:in the last bottle of 
Monte Etna Bianco was that the guide books have not done right by our 
Sicilia. Here is the happy isle of anybody’s vision, and, as we Say in 
New York, the guide books hardly give it a tumble, excepting to note 
in a semi-disparaging way that there are some really remarkable ruins 
here, left by the Greeks, who seemed to have made a habit of leaving 
ruins wherever they have been. 

After this tour it seems to me that I will be off guide books 
for life. I am going to look for places that are not mentioned in 
any guide books whatever. When I learn of a city to which there 
are no tours whatever I am going to go to it, regardless of the 
cost—within reason, of course. 

From the fiction and from the guide book fact, which is much more 
vicious than fiction, 1 gathered that Sicily was a dull and sodden island 
populated by a sullen and dumb people, for the most part banditti by 
trade. Instead I found a gay and happy isle, without banditti even in the 
hotels, where the banditti of all countries make their headquarters, 

I think that I. have found the secret of worth-while travel. Read all 
of the guide books, and then-go where the places mentioned most con- 
spicuously ain’t. 
Horrors of Travel. 

There is Just one spot in Sicily that is touted by the guide books, 
and I refuse to give it any further publicity by mentioning It in this col- 
umn. It is on the top of a high cliff over the Mediterranean, the road 
winding over a high cornice like that behind Nice. That was lucky be- 
cause we were almost out of gas when we got there, and it would have 
been possible to coast down in case of necessity. 

The little city has only one street. In the center of it when 
we got there were five or six girl art students from Montparnasse, 
accompanied by males of the same species of berets. They had 
their easels standing all over the middle of the little street, and 
they were painting a church—I mean that they were slashing 
something on the canvases. 

Every other house on the main stem had been remodeled into a tea 
house, and as it was after 4 o'clock all of the English tourists were clat- 
tering into tle tea houses, aided and abetted by their walkingsticks. The 
man from Westport. Conn., whom we had seen somewhere else on this 
tour, was standing in the middle of the street with his wife, and he had 
a beret on his head, a stick in his hand and the camera and binoculars 
strung over his shoulders, disguising himself as a tourist of all nations. 

Then the doorman of one of the hotels came down to grab us.

CRAWFORD APPROVED

cial.)—Following a preliminary in-

The charges were contained in an 
affidavit submitted to Senator Smith

bank, of Lithonia, Ga. 

Chairman Brookhart received the 
affidavit coincident with the arrival 
in Washington Monday of Walter 
Ackerman, of Cartersville, Ga., can- 
didate for the northern district mar- 
Shalship of the recognized republican 
faction in the state, headed by Col- 
lector of Interna! Revenue J. T. Rose, 
of Atlanta. He immediately referred 
the documents to the department for 
an investigation and report, with a 
view of determining whether’ the 
charges made disqualified Mr. Craw- 
ford from reappointment.
